EW JERSEY’S Legislature has a bill pending to make 
the carrying of positive identification of a prospective 
hit and run driver compulsory. The means under considera- 
tion consists of a cylinder charged with fifty discs, about 
the size of pennies, each bearing the vehicle’s license num- 
ber. This is attached to the bumper in such a manner that 
when there is a collision the contents of the cylinder are 
scattered on the highway, over a wide area.

Wholesale Editor, Automotive Dail) 
News: 

Do fully equipped cars lower sale: 
resistance or increase it? 

Merchandising being my preroga- 
tive, in the interest of the company 
i represent it has continually forced 
on me the need of eliminating sales 
resistance. Part of our output is 
automotive accessories, and, I have 
fought vigorously with the car dis- | 
tributor, who was satisfied to have 
| the car manufacturer select acces- 


sories for the car he sold. 

Certain articles may be rightly 
styled equipment, but other items 
are accessories. 


| There has been a clear field given 
the accessory Man up to a few years 
ago. During that period the ac- 
cessory representatives have created 
a market throughout the United 
States and Canada. for different 
iines of accessories. If a car manu- 
facturer comes along and destroys 
that market for the accessory man, 
then he is creating sales resistance. 
| because all accessory manufacturers 
as well as their representatives or 
distributors suddenly find them- 
selves forced to discontinue han- 
| dling lines that their organizations 
have helped establish on the market. 
Therefore, when this important 
point is brought to any one affect- 
ed, he naturally feels justified in 
setting up sales resistance against 
the car manufacturer who has 
forced him into new lines without 
rewarding him for his previous 
effort. 
It would be 


ridiculous to attempt 
to advise car manufacturers what 
they should do, but it is within the 
rights of the accessory people not 
to minimize any opposition that de- 
stroys their market, but to carefully 
study the situation and jointly or 
severally vigorously attempt by their 
co-operation to force the manufac- 
turer to see he should be content 
in merchandising his own products, 
and make his profits thereon. 

I am willing to agree he has the 
right to choose the equipment such 
as wheels, tires, steering gears, etc., 
but why he should go further and 
include accessories on his cars is 
to my mind a clear case of short 
sightedness. 

It should be obvious to him that if 
| the accessory world made manifest 
its rights in the premises, he would 
be up against a serious resistance.
